THIS QUARRELING BUSINESS 


I 
KNOW of no business quite so useless and destructive as quarreling. 
Charles Lamb once rem arked of H azlitt: “I wish he would not quarrel 
with the world at the rate he does.” 
A quarrelsome nature upsets everything and everybody about it. In 
the first phrce. a quarrel never does any good. In the home, or office, it 
always leads to disruption, and between nations it always leads—or is most 
apt to—to war, in which the innocent pay the price. 
Our daily newspapers record every day the terrible results of quarrels. 
It is a fam iliar adage th a t “it takes two to make a quarrel.” And the two 
in a quarrel often draw others into it, thus adding to the tragedy. It is 
rare th a t a m an quarrels with himself. 
Quarrels leave in their wake a path of wreckage—nerves shattered, 
faith challenged, confidence often totally destroyed, and a cloud of bitter­ 
ness in the atm osphere. No one is totally right in any dispute. 
A quar­ 
rel never brought anyone, or any nation closer together. Q uarrels sepa­ 
rate. 
One of the worst phases to a quarrel is the memory th at it leaves. No 
m atter how well it may be headed, scars rem ain—som ething unhappy im ­ 
position as bon I salesm an for the j gers which often takes years to soften or mellow. 
It is so unintelligent to quarrel! And it is so undignified. We should 
be too proud to waste our sense and ability in a quarrel. 
Self-respect is the great balance-wheel to a strong character—but in 
a quarrel there is an upset to all balance. 
Quarrels are not born big right off. 
They sta rt from insignificant 
happenings—a bitter or sarcastic word, a m isunderstanding of motive, 
jealousy, or because of some selfish desire. The longer a quarrel continues 
the bigger it gets and the more intense. I t’s like a fire or a tornado in its 
wrecking power. 
I have heard it suggested th a t we should think twice before we begin 
a quarrel. I suggest th a t we should think about 20 times—more, if neces­ 
sary, to elim inate it. 
Who ever heard of a happy quarrel?
